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tall started with cattle. Ifyou wanted to barter, you could just herd your payment over for the trade. 
Oxen were the standard for barter before the Greeks found that refining and minting precious metals at 
standardized weights and fineness was a much more efficient means of exchange. 


This somewhat wry discussion opens an 1860 publication by James Snowden, Director of the Mint, A 
Description of Ancient and Modern Coins in the Cabinet Collection at the Mint of the United States. It 
is a 400+ page volume filled with history, lists, and descriptions. 


The Mint collection, begun in 1838, was formed from foreign coins held as deposits (and saved from the 
melting pot) as well as purchases authorized by Congress beginning in 1839 with an appropriation of 
one thousand dollars “for specimens of ores and coins to be preserved at the Mint.” Snowden notes that 
Congress would have appropriated more if asked but “it was deemed expedient ‘to set an example of 
moderation in a pursuit which has its temptations to extravagance and excess.” 


This reference inspired the substantial collection that we are introducing in this catalog—a multi-box 
assemblage of coins attributed by Krause number. ‘The collector's goal was to represent the mostly post- 
1600 European world sections of Snowden’'s works by seeking examples of all the silver and base metal 
coins mentioned. Lots 167 to 186 represent the Swedish portion of the collection and a smattering of 
additional material provides a preview of other sections. ‘The collection is “above average circulated” coins 
emphasizing types connecting to the day-to-day lives of the people who used this currency. 


poms an order to all this so that we can present it in our catalogs is challenging. While an obvious 
starting point is individual coins of enough interest and value to catalog as single items, the harder 
question is how to offer the inexpensive but still historically important lesser pieces. We have put them in 
lots that are estimated very conservatively with enough description that you should have a clear sense of 
what to expect. We can ship lots for viewing for the cost of Priority shipping. For print catalog readers, we 
can send a black-and-white photo of the images that are available online. 


hile the rest of the catalog speaks for itself, the early Roman Imperial bronze collection deserves a 
mention. It was built by an informed American collector in Minnesota in the early 1950s. He bought 
coins from Spink and Glendining’s corresponding with Leonard Forrer and William French. In the US 
he dealt with Edward Gans at Numismatic Fine Arts in New York as well as with Earle K Stanton in Los 
Angeles and Paul S. Seitz in Pennsylvania.

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he Brettii appear to have originated from a group of runaway slaves and fugitives from Greek cities in the north who 
took refuge in the rugged mountainous regions of southern Italy, eventually gaining power over most of Italy south 
of the river Laos. As Roman authority expanded the Brettii formed alliances with their neighbors, but were ultimately 
defeated. Subsequently attracted by Hannibal's early successes against Rome, they allied themselves with him and 
Carthage, turning all of Bruttium into a Punic fortress during the Second Punic War. During this time the entire series 
of Brettian coinage was struck (cf. lots 17-19). The Brettii were again on the losing side, and after Hannibal's defeat the 
Romans subjugated Bruttium through annual military deployments and the establishment of colonies, and denied them the 
usual rights granted to Roman citizens throughout the empire. (Cf. lots 16-18.)

AN IN-HAND EXPERIENCE OF THE FINEST OF GREEK COINAGE 
Robert Ready British Museum Electrotypes 
n the late 1850's the British Museum hired the seal-maker, Robert Ready, to produce copies of some of the finest coins in the 
British Museum collection. With an electrotyping technique they had perfected Ready and his sons produced exact replicas of 
the actual museum coins. ‘They were produced in two parts, an obverse and a reverse. We acquired a select group of some of the 


most beautiful and important pieces they produced. All of these were direct copper casts of the actual coins and all but lots 38 and 
46 have been gilt to illustrate the color of the actual coin, silver or gold.

‘THE GREAT RECOINAGE OF 1696 


The Great Recoinage of 1696 was an effort to combat rampant clipping of earlier hammered issues, both by issuing new 
coinage featuring milled edges as proof against clipping and by buying back clipped coinage based on weight. Coins that 
were still full weight were certified by means of a punched hole, as seen on this piece. How can we be sure this piece was 
holed in the 1696 recoinage? Brown notes four criteria: A full size coin with no clipping; piercing that conforms to the Act— 
central, no metal loss; signs of having been in circulation at least 50 years; jagged edges showing little sign of wear. 

We have no clear record of how many pieces were “rejoined” thus, though this is the first groat recorded. Many such pieces 
probably ended up melted as later collectors assumed the hole was merely damage. ‘The piece is a metal-detector find along 
with other coins from the era of hammered coinage. It is full sized with both rings though underweight from wear; the 
punch is off-center but it does preserve the portrait, a preference that is arguably understandable; the wear and the date of 
issue more than satisfy the 50 year requirement; the edges are jagged though somewhat burnished down from minor friction 
after the punch.
